1. Applicant's election without traverse of Claims 1-50, 55-59, 64-68, 74 and 93 in Paper 
No. 10 is acknowledged.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by 
another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before 
the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being 
examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 
U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the 
amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-50, 55-59, 64-68, 74 and 93 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Adachi, U.S. Patent Application No. US 2002/0038213 Al. 



Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C § 102 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
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As per claims 1, 20, 40, 44, 50, 55, 58, 64, 74 and 93, Adachi discloses knowledgebase 
connected to processor that generate source codes and morphable objects based ,on rules (Figures 
1, 2, and 7-9 and Tables 1-3). 

Dependent claims are also taught by Adachi (see Figures 1, 2, and 7-9 and Tables 1-3).
